WILMINGTON — Silver 
Lake .conjures thoughts of 
lazy afternoons spent swim- 
ming,* lounging, or picnick- 
ing. There is more than meets 
the eye, though, in making 
this resource available. 

In 2017, revenue generated 
by the town beach (primari- 
ly from out-of-town visitor 
passes) was $26,660. Expen- 
ses amounted to $47,292, lea- 
ving. a $20,632 deficit. This 
déficit is covered by the Rec- 
réation Department. 

As it stood in the summer 
2017: season, Silver Lake 
beach access is free to resi- 
dents of Wilmington. Visitors 
from out of town are charged 
$10°each, as they have been 
for the past four years. 

At the Oct. 23 meeting of 
the Board of Selectmen, Rec- 
reation Department director 
Karen Campbell outlined a 
few ways in which this deficit 
is generated. Minimum wage 
has increased for three con- 
secutive years, meaning life- 
guard pay, which is set above 
minimum wage, has also in- 
creased. Beach income is al- 
so dependent upon weather, 
which: means that potential 
révenue is lost on days when 
irntlément weather condi- 
tiéms’force beach closures. 

One of the most prominent 
and ostensibly correctable 
culprits of deficit, though, is 
the. fee charged to out-of- 
town beach visitors. 

Imposing an increased blan- 
kétfée on all non-resident vis- 
itors.to the town beach, while 
it seftinds like a simple solu- 
tiga, would likely create more 
controversy than it would 
alteviate. Local families often 
wish>. to include relatives, 
friends, and caretakers who 
do not live in town in their 
beach plans, but already balk 
at. the price imposed upon 
thosé individuals. Some sug- 
géstions have been made to 
redirect the focus of out-of- 
town beach fees. These in- 
clude allowing residents to 
take non-resident guests, or 
distributing a limited number 
of day passes to each local 
household. These solutions, 
however, would further re- 
duce revenues and increase 
cost. 

Members of the board 
acknowledged the difficulty 
of the situation, and al- 
though other suggestions for 
tweaking the fee structure 
for ‘out-of-town visitors were 
floated, nothing actionable 
was proposed.

The removal of Woburn 
from Charlestown officially 
began in 1642, but was not 
fully negotiated until 1650. It 
was determined that Woburn 
would gain 500 acres of com- 
mon land from Charlestown 
and Charlestown would own 
a tract of 3,000 acres, to be 
taken from the northern part 
of Goshen, in of the town of 
Woburn. Sewall’s History of 
Woburn quotes Frothing- 
ham’s History of Charles- 
town that the name was 
probably suggested “by a 
comparison of its forlorn 
condition, so far remote 
from Church _ ordinances, 
with the Nod to which Cain 
wandered when he went 
from the presence of the 
Lord, Genesis IV,” 

The Indian name for this 
land was Nena Saawaatta- 
wattocks, and the “old Saga- 
more of these parts” was 
John Tahattawon. Years la- 
ter, it turned out that Sam 
Johnson, the old sagamore’s 
grandson and heir, had sold 
the land not only to the citi- 
zens of Charlestown, but to 
five citizens of Andover as 
well. 

Its precise location was not 
defined by metes and bounds 
until June 1671. The surveyors 
took the Charlestown line, 
with Woburn on the left and 
Reading on the right. Their 
instructions were to go to the 
end of the Charlestown Wo- 
burn line and then follow the 
Billerica line two miles. That 
intersection would today be 
somewhere in the vicinity of 
Wilmington Junction. The 
Woburn line today shows as 
the straight line between 
Wilmington and Tewksbury. 

However, instead of going 
two miles down the Billerica 
line, the surveyors went two 


facilities in the Town of Wil- 
mington and City of Woburn.

The Final Scope of Study

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miles back on the Charles- 
town line. When they set out 
in an easterly direction, 
they were in Reading, not 
Woburn. The Land of Nod, 
instead of being the outer 
limits of Goshen, was on 
land that had been part of 
Reading. 

Nobody noticed and no- 
body cared. Surveying was 
very inexact, often using 
large trees as marking 
points. Ownership was divid- 
ed among 12 prominent citi- 
zens of Charlestown, but lots 
were never laid out and for 
many years, the land re- 
mained in an uncultivated 
state. 

A 300 acre parcel owned by 
Francis Willoughby grew to 
1,100 acres when he bought 
the shares of Francis Norton 
and John Allen. After his 
death, his widow married 
Lawrence Hammond, who 
sold the land to John Hull in 
1683. Hull’s death later that 
same year left the land to 
Samuel Sewall, who had 
married Hull’s only daugh- 
ter. Charlestown challenged 
his ownership in 1704, but 
Sewall took it to court and 
won, twice. 

Sewall was one of the 
judges in the 1692 witchcraft 
trials, the first judge to pub- 
licly apologize for his partic- 
ipation in those trials. He 
kept an extensive diary 
which is probably the best 
window into the history of 
that period. Among other 
things, he established a saw- 
mill, known as Nod Mill, at 
Martin’s Brook, which stood 
for about 200 years. 

Sewall sold his land in 1727 
to Samuel Dummer, brother 
of Lt. Gov. William Dummer. 
Dummer built a home north- 
east of the site of the Harn-

If you're polling pols on 
tolls, count me against them 


Dear editor 

Recently I have received a 
number of calls from right- 
fully concerned residents 
about a proposal here on 
Beacon Hill titled An Act 
establishing the Metropo- 
litan Transportation Net- 
work ($1959). While this bill 
seems to be named innocent- 
ly enough, perhaps suggest- 
ing development of road and 
rail infrastructure to help 
commuters, it in fact does 
the exact opposite. 

Rather than focus on im- 
proving performance with 
money already collected by 
the gas tax, vehicle registra- 
tion, and other revenue sour- 
ces, $1959 audaciously pro- 
poses the addition of tolls to 
Route 2, I-95, I-93. This, pro- 
ponents of the bill argue, 
would help launch Massa- 
chusetts into a “golden age” 
of freshly-paved highways, 
on-time trains, and buses to 
anywhere one could go via 
an increase in funding. I 
could not further disagree 
with these claims. 

I can already imagine the 
arguments that many of the 
proponents of this legisla- 
tion will pitch in the coming 
weeks, ranging from encour- 
aging the use of public 
transportation like the 
MBTA to additional funding 
for repairs to roads and 
bridges. While some of these 
arguments such as dissuad- 
ing the use of cars will hold 
true to a small degree, it is 
clear that the costs of this 
proposal will far outweigh 
the benefits. 

My first concern is the cost 
to folks like us in Wilming- 
ton and Tewksbury. Working 
class families, with many 
modern day families relying 
on both guardians to provide 
income, already pay weekly 
at the pump. In Massachu- 
setts, an average commuter 
pays .24 cents per gallon to 
the Commonwealth, and 18.4 
cents per gallon to the feder- 
al government to maintain 
and support the roads, tun- 
nels, and bridges. In fact, 
the White House has sug- 
gested raising the federal 
tax on drivers in order to 
finance a one-trillion dollar 
infrastructure works pro- 
gram, failing to disclose 
even a prediction of how 
much of an increase will oc- 
cur per gallon of gasoline or 
diesel fuel. 


Folks already pay to two 
tiers of government filling 
up, and this is in addition to 
the percentage of their other 
taxes taken from the general 
revenue fund to support our 
transportation network. By 
adding tolls to highways that 
provide many working class 
folks access to their jobs 
miles away, we will be triple- 
dipping into motorists pock- 
ets who are simply commut- 
ing to work everyday to make 
a living. S1959 seeks to 
charge people “equally” 
based on the mileage of road 
one uses to get to Boston. 
That leaves the wealthiest of 
people who live in the imme- 
diate vicinity of Boston or 
the city itself, using the 
expensive-to-operate subway, 
free of any additional bur- 
den. 

Instead, it places the bur- 
den on those who are not 
well-off enough to afford 
property in Boston to pick 
up the additional cost. With 
Boston's rapid growth, des- 
pite housing construction, 
we can only expect people to 
move to the suburbs of 
Boston who cannot afford to 
live in the city itself. This is 
an additional tax on the mid- 
dle and lower class, who are 
already picking up an addi- 
tional burden by having to 
commute to begin with. 

Secondly, in addition to in- 
creasing the burden on most- 
ly working folks I find it 
unfair and deceiving to im- 
plement tolls on roads al- 
ready constructed and paid 
for without a tolling mecha- 
nism. The tolls placed on the 
Mass Pike were intended to 
fund its construction, and 
pay off the bonds and main- 
tenance of the road through 
the years. As it is a heavily 
utilized road for out of state 
traffic, the tolls collected 
help Massachusetts residents 
avoid paying higher taxes by 
directing costs in a far man- 
ner, and capture tax revenue 
that out of state residents 
would avoid despite using 
Massachusetts public servic- 
es. 

While Route 93 provides ac- 
cess to New Hampshire eas- 
ily, the cross-border toll-free 
exchange between the two 
states promotes economic 
growth that the emplace- 
ment of tolls would greatly 
impact and degrade. While I 
feel for Massachusetts resi-

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MHA faces multi-billion cost of excessive regulation

BURLINGTON — No one 
argues that healthcare — a 
major component of the eco- 
nomy — should have strict 
guardrails influencing its 
direction and _ operation, 
note officials at the Mass. 
Hospital & Health Associa- 
tion in Burlington, but they 
raise a question: Does the 
ever-increasing number of 
mandated reports and regu- 
lations result in providers 
having to hire more admin- 
istrative staff to handle pa- 
per as opposed to clinical 
staff, that improve patient 
care? 

: The MHA also said fare- 
wellto their president and 
CEO*Lynn Nicholas, whose 
last day was Tuesday at the 
Burlington organization. 

‘ The: MHA includes area 
hospitals like the Winches- 
ter Hospital and the Lahey 
Hospital and Medical Center 
in Burlington. 

: On the i issue of the ever-ris- 

ing cost of medical care, the 
MHA hoted: 
i “New data now exists on 
the* federal level that pro- 
vides proof that the regula- 
tory state may be affecting 
care. A report from the 
Amefican Hospital Associa- 
tion (AHA) released on Wed- 
nesday shows that hospitals, 
health systems, and post- 
acuté care providers spend 
hearly $39 billion a year on 
administrative activities re- 
lated to regulatory compli- 
ance. The average-sized hos- 
pital! ‘spends $7.6 million 
annually to comply with fed- 
éral ° regulations, equal to 
$1, 200 every time a patient is 
admitted, and dedicates 59 
full-time equivalents to the 
task, more than one-quarter 
of whom are health profes- 
sionals who would otherwise 
be caring for patients, the 
study found.” 

"There is growing frustra- 
tion for those on the front 
lines.providing care in a sys- 
tem that often forces them 
to spend more time pushing 
paper, rather than treating 
patients," said AHA Presi- 
dent ‘and CEO Rick Pollack. 

Those are federal numbers. 
In Massachusetts, hospitals 
and health systems report 
regularly to the Health 
Policy Commission and Cen- 
ter for Health Information & 
Analysis (both agencies’ 
budgets are funded primarily 
by hospitals), as well as the 
Atterney General’s Office, 
Division of Insurance, Mass- 
Health, DPH, each insurance 
plani— among many other 
entities. 

MHA‘ officials asked: “While 
debate in Massachusetts and 
in »Washington focus on 
healtheare costs and health- 
care access, a more general 
question merits attention: In 
the incessant effort to regu- 
late ‘all aspects of the health- 
care ,community, is govern- 
ment creating a regulatory 
quagmire that is driving up 
costs???

Tuesday, Oct. 31, after an 
impressive 10-year stint as 
MHA’s President & CEO, 
Nicholas, FACHE, deliveed a 
talk to the 21st Annual Dela- 
ware Health Care Forum. 
Her speech — “Under the 
Benchmark: Hospital Per- 
spective on Payment Re- 
form in the Bay State” — is 
a variation of one that 
Nicholas has delivered over 
the years across the country 
to groups interested in the 
commonwealth’s forward- 
thinking reform efforts. 

And on Wednesday, Steve 
Walsh, MHA’s new leader, 
assumes control of the 81- 
year-old association. He 
steps immediately into the 
healthcare reform thicket as 
the state engages in debate 
over a new 101-page reform 
bill from the State Senate. 
Walsh, a former state repre- 
sentative, was House Chair- 
man of the Joint Committee 
on Health Care Financing 
and led the effort on a previ- 
ous comprehensive reform 
bill — Chapter 224. 

More recently, Walsh has 
led the Massachusetts Coun- 
cil of Community Hospitals 
since 2014. 

On last Friday, MHA staff 
gathered for an in-house 
tribute to Nicholas where 
good humor — a character- 
istic of Nicholas’s reign at 
MHA — was mixed with 
more than a few moist eyes 
as employees bid her fare- 
well. 

Fache arrived in Massa- 
chusetts in 2007 right after 
the state passed its historic 
healthcare reform law — 
Chapter 58. She was hired to 
ensure that MHA had a 
“seat at the table” in future 
and necessary healthcare 
debates to control costs. 
Serving on numerous key 
committees, Nicholas advo- 
cated ably for hospitals as 
new mechanisms were cre- 
ated to transition the state 
away from fee-for-service 
payments and to tested, but 
still evolving, global pay- 
ment systems. She became 
an in-demand national voice 
for healtheare change as the 
innovations born in Massa- 
chusetts rippled out across 
the nation. 

Nicholas always insisted 
that MHA — a well-respect- 
ed organization from its in- 
ception in 1936 — not remain 
stuck in the past. Seeing the 
importance of growing phy- 
sician practices to the 
health of hospitals, she cre- 
ated MHA’s_ Physician/ 
Hospital Integration Colla- 
borative. Aware that hospi- 
tals, while the key compo- 
nent to systems of care, 
were nonetheless merely a 
part of the greater health- 
care environment, she stres- 
sed a health-centric — not 
hospital-centric — focus for 
MHA. Behavioral health, 
wellness, preventive care, 
post-acute care, home care, 
and more were woven into 
MHA’s annual goals. Finally, 
in 2016, Nicholas changed 
the name of the association 
to the Massachusetts Health 
& Hospital Association. 

Recalling how tobacco use 
affected her own family’s 
health, Nicholas led the 
effort to ban tobacco use on 
hospital campuses,..and won 
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state and national recogni- 
tion for her efforts. She was 
at the helm of MHA’s 
Substance Use Disorder 
Prevention and Treatment 


Task Force that created pro-- 


tocols subsequently adopted 
by all hospitals to regulate 
how opioids are dispensed. 
In short she was an agent 
for positive change. 

Nicholas had the supreme 
confidence to stick her neck 
out on unpopular issues and 
not relent, but she showed a 
level of humility too often 
lacking in leaders. This who 
knew her noted: “That is, if 
she didn’t grasp a complex 
issue, she’d admit it — but 
then she’d out-study, out- 
prep, and out-practice any- 
one until she mastered a 
subject. She’d also share 
praise and thanks with the 
staffers who helped her to 
represent MHA and _ its 
membership on the public 
stage.” 

Nicholas was also a men- 
tor to up-and-coming staff at 
MHA, but especially to 


young women; she promoted 
women in the workplace, 
networked with other power- 
ful women in the state, and 
did not abide with any sexist 
BS. 

The women and men of 
MHA, the leaders of hospi- 
tals and physician practices, 
the hundreds of thousands of 
workers in Massachusetts 
healtheare, and, most im- 
portantly, the patients and 
communities that have been 
served well by a Massa- 
chusetts healthcare system 
that has steadily improved 
during Nicholas’s tenure at 
MHA, offered her a heartfelt 
thank you and warm best 
wishes for the future with 
her loving husband, Nick. 


Addressing 
physician burnout 


On another front, bringing 
together sector leaders for a 
state-of-the-state discussion 
of Massachusetts healthcare 
and one recurring theme 
that arises, in addition to 


cost and quality issues, is 
physician burnout. 

Doctors are facing increas- 
ing patient loads, note MHA 
officials, as populations are 
finally getting access to bet- 
ter insurance coverage, and 
MDs are also facing the 
pressures from implement- 
ing new electronic health 
record systems, and from 
increased administrative 
reporting; some Massa- 
chusetts health systems are 
responsible for monitoring 
and improving over 600 qual- 
ity metrics. 

MHA officials note: “Layer 
on top of all that the great 
emotional burden caregivers 
face in helping patients deal 
with oftentimes debilitating 
and life-threatening illness 
and it becomes clear why 
many extraordinarily intelli- 
gent and committed physi- 
cians are eager to leave a 
profession they worked so 
hard to enter.” 

In addition to negatively 
affecting physician satisfac- 
tion and well-being, burnout 


negatively affects patient 
satisfaction, patient engage 
ment, teamwork and team 
morale, quality and patient 
safety, and healthcare costs. 
Burnout is a driving foree 
resulting in a physician sui- 
cide rate twice that of the 
public at large, MHA offi- 
cials note. 

To address the physician 
burnout problem, MHA and 
the Massachusetts Medical 
Society have created the 
MMS-MHA Physician Burn- 
out Task Force composed 0! 
physicians and physician 
group leaders within both 
hospital and physician prac 
tice environments. The task 
force work is expected’ to 
begin in January 2018 and 
conclude its work by year 
end. It will be co-chaired: by 
Alain A. Chaoui, M.D., prés- 
ident-elect of MMS, and 
Steven M. Defossez, M.D., 
MHA's V.P. of clinical inte. 
gration. 

MHA and MMS will eacti 
appoint seven members to 
the task force.

»= shire I wanted to investi- 
gate the Urban Forestry 
Center. Always interest- 
ed in places to get out 
and walk in nature, this 
seemed like a promising 
destination. 

Located on 182 acres do- 
nated to the community, 
the center is sprinkled 
amongst private lands, 
but has a trail system 
and a diversity of land- 
scape that is quite satis- 
fying for an afternoon 
walk. A combination of 
paved and unpaved paths 
weave in and out of 
woods, skirt a saltmarsh, 
and cross brooks that 
burble and sparkle in the 
autumn sun. 

The property is open to 
the public but is also used 
for forestry management 
classes and demonstra- 
tions. A healthy schedule 
of guest speakers share 
information about specif- 
ic tree varieties and. also 
work with the University 
of New Hampshire Coop- 
erative Extension to edu- 
cate the public about con- 
servation efforts. 

Other aspects of the 
center’s outreach include 
composting, a demon- 
stration garden, and edu- 
cation for utilities on how 
to plant appropriately 
around poles and switch-

boxes. The center also 
offers a free seedling cat- 
alog of trees and shrubs 
grown in its nursery and 
has several hands-on pro- 
grams. 

Specific features of the 
property are the red pine 
forest and the arboretum. 
A meadow, salt marsh, 
and stand of spruce are 
also part of the variety of 
habitats in the space. In 
the arboretum, trees and 
shrubs are divided into 
six categories for consid- 
eration including those 
for streetscapes, those 
that are cold hardy, sug- 
gested fall color and win- 
ter form, and those good 
for abiotic stresses — con- 
ditions such as drought, 
excessive salt, and so 
forth where a tree is need- 
ed but not all species 
could tolerate.

tournament wins’ over 
Pentucket Regional and 
Gloucester, both 2-1 deci- 
sions, while three of its loss- 
es are to Watertown and the 
other two were to Division 1 
powerhouses Winchester 
and Belmont. 

Since losing in the Division 
2 Eastern Mass Final in 
2008, Watertown has won 8 
straight state championship 
titles and 17 in school histo- 
ry.

MARBLEHEAD - If you 
were one of the 1,200 people 
on hand, you witnessed one 
heck of a game. 

If you were not on hand, 
you missed one heck of a 
game. 

And if you are trying to 
write this incredible game 
story within a few hundred 
or thousand words, it's pret- 
ty difficult ... because so 
much happened.

e Wilmington's defense

Roberts' first onside kick 
recovery, to bad spots on 
third and fourth down plays, 
to non holding calls - it was 
certainly a very tough night 
for the Zebra Crew. 

e Finally, Wilmington's 
coaching staff, led by head 
man Craig Turner who made 
a lot of gutsy calls, has now 
held opponents scoreless in 
the second half of seven of 
their nine games this year 


including Shawsheen, 
Bedford, Wakefield, 
Watertown, Stoneham, 


Gloucester and Marblehead. 


Trailing 24-0 at the break, 
here's what Turner relayed 
to his team. 

“We told them at halftime 
that they have to keep play- 
ing. Nobody wants to be in a 
24-0 hole but we really felt 
that if we could get a (defen- 
sive) stop and a score, that 
we would be right back in 
the game. I think the kids 
really played tough until the 
end. They did everything we 
could have asked.” 

The Magicians had that 
lead behind a 32-yard Field 
Goal by Tinti-Kane Phelan, 
a 24-yard TD run by Tim 
Cronin and then a 6-yard run 
by Clough. 

Wilmington's defense gave 
up 254 yards in the first two 
quarters ands at the other 
end, the team's offense man- 
aged just 116 yards with star 
running back John Kenney 
gaining just 16 yards on 
seven carries. 

“Nothing crazy,” answered 
Turner on what Marblehead 
did to Wilmington in the first 
half to take such a com- 
manding lead. “They just 
kind of manhandled us 
upfront and we just didn't 
answer them. They are a 
big, physical team and that's 
a credit to them. We didn't 
come to play to start. We 
were timid and hesitant and 
you can't play like that, 
especially not at this stage.” 

Timid could be the right 
word after looking up at 
Clough the entire night. 

“He's a great player, a 
tough kid, he throws the ball 
very well,” said Turner of 
No. 87. “He throws a great 
ball. He's very hard to bring 
down. He's a great player.” 

Coming out of the locker 
room at halftime, 
Wilmington still had a lot of 
life. Adam Bishop pulled off 
a beautiful onside kick with 
captain Tyler Roberts leap- 
ing high in the air, and 
pulling the ball out of the 
hands of the Marblehead 
player.

Justin Fraser 
went up for it in double cov- 
erage, and made a sensa- 
tional grab, all the while 
keeping his balance as. he 
landed, avoiding the two 
defenders and he ran in 
untouched from about 15 
yards out for what turned 
out to be a 40-yard TD com- 
pletion. The same duo’ con- 
nected in the back of the end 
zone for the conversion sud- 
denly making it 24-14 with 
1:36 left in the third quarter.
